It was pointed out at the meet- 
ing that approximately 75 per cent 
ot the Los Olivos residents and 
all the Parkside housing project 
occupants are employed at the 
Kaiser company. and that nearly 
everyone works changing shifts. 

The swing shift is from 4 p.m. 
to midnight, the graveyard shift 
from midnight to 8 a.m., and the 
day shift from 8 a.m. to 4 p.m. 

None of these shifts afford the 
Los Olivos people opportunities to 
shop or go to motion picture 
theaters during the hours the 
stores or theater are open. 

If Upland merchants could ar- 
range to have a drug store, a 
grocery and a dry cleaning estab- 
lishment open alternate nights, the 
store problem might be alleviated. 
This matter will be'taken up with 
the Upland chamber directors to 
learn if some help might be given. 

ASK 4 P.M. SHOW 

As to the theater, it was sug- 
gested that if the opening hour 
could be advanced to 4 o'clock 
one or two afternoons in the week, 
men going to work on the mid- 
night shift could see a show and 
still. get.to work. on time.

Early Approval 
Airport Likely, 
Cable Declares 


In Los Angeles today with the 
hope of getting the approval of 
the Civil Aeronautics Authority, 
Dewey M. Cable said work would 
be started on his proposed air- 
port west of Upland just as soon 
as the “o.k.”’ was given. 

All other preliminaries have 
been completed in connection with 
the undertaking, he said _ this 
morning just prior to leaving from 
his San Dimas home to confer 
with federal authorities. 

As reported in The Upland News 
on Tuesday, Mr. Cable has placed 
in escrow transactions for the 
purchase of land just west of Ben- 
son avenue, some distance north of 
Foothill boulevard. This is the 
site of the proposed airport, de- 
signed to serve residents of this 
area as well as in the western 
portion of Los Angeles county. 

Clearing of the site will be the 
first improvement when the gov- 
ernment approval is given, Mr. 
Cable declared. Construction of a 
3,500-foot runway, 500 feet wide, 
a large hangar, an administration 
building, cafe and other struct- 
ures will follow, he reported. Cab- 
ins and storage facilities will be 
constructed as the need develops, 

Mr. Cable said he owned two 
planes and that he estimated that 
25 persons in this area have 
planes of their own, 

“T cannot estimate how many 
planes would usé the field,” he 
said. “I know thé outlook is very 
good and I am counting on the 
future prospects of the aviation 
industry.” 

Main office of the new airport 
will be adjacent to Benson ave- 
nue near Thirteenth street, he 
said. 

Mr. Cable is known to many av- 
iators in this area and the Botph | 
land.

Human Beings Only 1-3 Alive, 
Biologist Tells Upland Forum 


Neurologists, psychologists and 
physiologists agree that human 
beings spend only one-third of 
their time alive but under strong 
motivation individuals can do 
amazing things and the time wiil 
come when we will know how to 
train our brains more effectively | 
to achieve more and more that is 
worthwhile, Dr. J. Edward Caster, 
professor of biological science at 
Claremont colleges declared at the 
Upland Coordinating council fo- 
rum last night in the Upland Ele- 
mentary school auditorium. 

“We listen to a great deal but 
hear very little,’ he said. ‘What 
we actually see is pathetically 
small.” 


DEVELOPEMENT TOLD 

He explained that the newbsorn 
babe is largely a stomach around 
‘which the body is organized. Dur- 
ing the first five years of life, the 
brain is an inhibiting organ, re- 
straining the muscles when bodily 
needs are not immediately sup- 
plied. 

Acquisition of learning centers} 
in the cortex of the brain and 
much of the fearning the cortex 
picks up is affected by the needs 
of the viscera, the organic parts 
of the body. 

What is happening in the brain 
is colored, altered, modified or 
changed to some extent by what 
is happening in the viscera. 

A communication system de- 
velops and we give names or labels | 
to objects and to abstractions or 
ideas.

As to the other returning sol- 
dier, he stated he thought it would 
be dangerous for us to start out 
on any other assumption than 
that the man who comes back 
from combat duty is glad to be 
back, happy to be home, anxious 
to see his friends and eager to 
participate once again in the activ- 
ities of normal life. 

He will expect individuals who 
have stayed at home to help him

TESTS BEING MADE 

Exhaustiye tests are being’ made 
by the citrus experiment station 
to learn about the disease, it’s 
cause and possible cure, but in 
the meantime all infected trees in 
the southland are being destroyed 
and “suspected” trees are being 
destroyed and a quarantine pro- 
hibits the removal from nurseries 
of any budwood from affected 
areas, Mr. Woodhams emphasized, 

Investigation so far has reveal- 
ed that trees budded to sour root 
stock are susceptible and that as 
yet no “sweet stock” trees have 
had the disease, Mr. Salter re- 
ported. Only oranges are affected 
lemons and grapefruit being im- 
mune so far, he said. 

CULTURAL PRACTICES 

In answering questions from 
growers who are vitally concerned 
in learning of the new blight, Mr. 
Salter said there is no connection 
betwee n cultural practices and the 
diseases; heated and non-heated 
trees have been affected; fertiliza- 
tion programs have no bearing on 
the question and light and heavy 
soils have had infected trees. The 
disease has not been found in any 
nursery, he declared. 

First reports of a mysterious 
disease were received by officials 
m 1939, it was reported by the 
Speakers. Since then the disease 
has spread only slightly but at a 
meeting in November agricultural 
inspectors were shown infected 
areas and all possible information 

was given to the officials.

Leases have now been. signed 
or 90 houses in the Parkside 
project on North Campus avenue 
between Eleventh street and Foot- 
hill boulevard and the seconé 
group of 50 families ‘will ‘begin 
moving in next Thursday, Otto S. 
Roen, executive director of the 
Upland Housing authority repoit- 
cd today. 

Fifty houses have already been 
occupied and the second block of 
50 will be ready March 15. Eleven 
families moved into the new pro- 
ject March 5 to complete occu- 
pancy of the first block. 

April 1 is the date set for occu- 
pancy of the third group of 50 
units and April 15 is the outside 
date for occupancy of the balance 
of the whole project of 200 houses. 
However, Mr. Roen mentioned to- 
day there is a possibility that all 
the houses may be completed by 
the first of next monti and can 
be occupied by that date. 

When construction started, tne 
completion date agreed upon was 
February 19, but delays were en- 
countered in obtaining many ma- 
terials.
